Much ot IhLs afllucnce sccm.s to be congeni- 
tal. Mr. Stcttlnlus Is the son of a Morgan 
partner. Undersecretary Jo.seph C. Orew was 
left a considerable fortiuie which enabled 
him to pursue a diplomatic career and get In 
a little big game hunting on the side. 

The assistant secretaries Include a young 
man named Nelson Bockefcllcr, whose folks 
are .reputedly well off. Another Is Archibald 
MacLeish, with an educational background 
of the Hotchklas school and Yale which glvea 
notice of l^ls family's comfortable circum- 
stances. 

This leaves only Will Clayton to uphold the 
tradition of rugged Individualism In the 
present generation., He seems to have made 
his millions In the cotton business largely by 
his own elforts. 

This new gold-plated Dun and Bradstreet 
group fits harmoniously into a cabinet that 
is already tolerably well heeled. The inherited 
fortunes of President Roosevelt. Attorney 
General Btddle and Secretary Morgonthau 
are known. 

At lost reports Secretaries Jones and Icki 
were doing well on the frulta of their own 
accumulation. And Messrs. atlmson and For- 
restal have something more than their s! 
aries to put between the wolf and the door, 

What Is ail this accumulation of wealth go- 
ing to add lip to In the matter of govern 
mental policy? As regards the state depart- 
ment, the guesswork answer depends on one's 
-estimate of the new members' past perform- 
ances and one's hopes for their future ac- 
complishments. And predictions of future 
moves of the cabinet veterans are Just as 
haphazard. 

; Wealthy, men like President Eoosevelt and 
Mr. Ickcs. who spearheaded the new deal, 
long ago proved that a man's Income doesn't 
. necessarily condition his thinking. And the 
combined capital assets of the present cabi- 
net don't guarantee that our postwar domes- 
tic policies will be conservative or that. Ir 
the foreign field, Vice-President 'Wallace's 
Hottentot mllk-dellvery program will meet 
wllh opposition. 

Yet those capital assets of the adminis- 
tration's inner circle keep Increasing as the 
ranks of the original new dealers grow thin- 
ner. All this Is of considerable satisfaction to 
conservative business sources, and a cause of 
alarm to some liberals. 

But nobody Is backing his emotions with 
any big bets, because nobody has ever accused 
the longest administration In American his- 
tory of being predictable.
